DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, part (B), the phrase "residue of the core structure" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. Also it is unclear as to what is meant by this phrase. 

In claim 1 , part (C), it is unclear as to what the phrase "the alkyl- and 
alkylarylsulfonic acids" refers to. Is this an example of a nonionic polyether comprising 
no primary amino group or does this refer to the phrase that immediately precedes it 
(i.e. "the salts of these esters")? Also it is unclear as to what the phrase "their salts and 
their condensation products with formaldehyde" refers to. Clarification is requested. 

In claim 3 it is unclear as to what the phrase "the alkyl- and 
alkylnaphthalenesulfonic acids" refers to. Is this an example of a nonionic polyether 
comprising no primary amino group or does this refer to the phrase that immediately 
precedes it (i.e. "the salts of these esters")? Also it is unclear as to what the phrase 
"their salts and their condensation products with formaldehyde" refers to. Clarification is 
requested. 

In claim 4 the phrase "some or all of is vague and indefinite as it is unclear as to 
the amount encompassed by "some".. The term "some" is not defined by the claim, the 
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specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. The phrase "if necessary" is vague and indefinite as it is unclear as to when it 
is necessary. 

In claim 6 the phrase "including printing inks" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation following the term "including" are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). It is unclear as to what is meant by the 
phrase "finish systems". The phrase "the liquid phase" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

In claim 7 it is unclear as to what is meant by "color-mixing systems". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
